tellaties loꝛ mans life vpon reaſonable prices, without which no Citie can long continue: Ind finally 
tothe pꝛeleruation of her people in health, which may ſeeme impoſſible to continue, though pꝛelent ly 
by Gods goodnelle the ſame is perteiued to be in better eſtate vniuerſally, then hath bene in mans 
memoꝛie: yet where there are ſuch great multitudes of people bꝛought to inhabite in ſinallroomes, 
whereof a great part are ſcene very pooze , yca, ſuch as muſt liue ot begging oz by wozſle meanes, | 


and they heaped vp together, and in a ſozt ſmothered with many families of childzen and ſeruantes 


in one heuſe oꝛ (mall tenement it muſt necdes followe ( if any plague oz popular ſicknes ſhoulde by 
Gods permiſſion, enter amongſt thoſe multitudes) that theſame would not onely ſpꝛead it ſelle and 
inuade the whole Citie and confincs, as great moꝛtalitie ſhoulde enſue to the ſame , where her Ma⸗ 
icſties perſonall preſence is many times required, beſides the great confluence of people from all 
partes ot the Realme by reaſon of the oꝛdinarie termes foꝛ Juſtice there holden, but woulde be alſo 
diſperſed thzough all other partes ofthe Kcalme, to the maniteft danger ofthe whole body thereof, 
out ofthe which neither her Maieſties ovne perſon can be(but by Gods ſpeciall oꝛdinance) cremp- | 
ted no any other whatſocucr they be. £02 remedie whereof, as time may nowe ſerue, vntill by ſome 
further good oꝛder to be had in Parliament oz otherwiſe the ſame may be remedied : Her Maicſtic 


by good x deliberate aduiſe of her counſell, a being allo thereto mooued by the conſiderate opinions 


of the Loꝛd Maioz,Jidermen,and other the graue Wiſe men in a about the Citie,docth charge, and 
ſtraightly command all mancr of perſons ot what qualitie ſoeuer they be, to deſiſt and foꝛbeare from 
any newe buyldings of any houſe oꝛ tenement, within thzce miles from any of the gates of the ſayd 
cuie of London, to ſerue fo habitation oz lodging foz any perſon, where no fozmer houſe hath bene 
knowen to haue dent, in the memozie of ſuch as are now lining, Ind allo to fozbeare from letting oz 
letting · or (ulfering any moze families then oneonely to be placed oꝛ to inhabite fromhencefoozth in 
any houſc that herctofoze hath bene inhabited. 

And to the intent this her Maieſties Royall cõmandement xnecc\ſary pꝛouillon may take place 
and be due ly obſerucd, fox ſo vniuerſall a benefite to the whole body of the Kealme,foz whole reſpects 
all particular perſons ate bound by Gods1lawe and mans to foꝛbeare from their particular and ex⸗ 
traozdinaric lucre: Her Maieſtie ſtraightly chargeth the Lozde aioz ofthe Litie of London, and 
allother officers hauing authoyitic in the lame and allo all Juſtices ofpeace,Lozds, and Sailifegof

to do. Ind both the perſons that ſhall ſo attempte to the contrary, and all maner of wotkemen that 
ſhall/afrer warning giuen continue in any ſuch wozke tending to ſuch newe du dings, tobe com 
mitted to clole pzilon, and there to remaine without baile, vntül they ſhall unde good ſuerties with 
bondes fo: reaſonable ſummes ofmoncy (to be foxfaitable Frecouered at her maieſties | 
vic ol the Hoſpitals in and about the ſaid citie,) that they ſhallnot at any time attempt the like. And 
further the ſaide officers ſhall ſcaʒe all maner ofſtuffc ſo ( after any warning giuen ) bzought tothe 
place where ſuch new buildings ſhalbe intended, and the ſame cauſe to be conuerted and employed 
in any publike vſe foz the Citie oz pariſhe where the (ame ſbalbe attempted. And fo: the auoyding 
ofthe multitudes offamilics heaped vy in one dwelling houſc,o2 for the conuertingofanyonc houlſe 
tinto multitude offuch tenements fo2 dwelling 02 victualling places, the (aide Loꝛd Maioꝛ and all 
other officers,in their ſeuerall liberties within the limittes of thꝛee miles, as is aboue mentioned, 
ſhall commit any perſon giuing cauſe of offence from the day of the publication of this preſent p20- 
clamatiõ to cloſe pziſon,agis afoze limitted. Ind alſo foz the offences in this part ofincreaſe ofma-/ 
ny indwellers,02 as they be commonly termed Jumates.02 vnderſitters, which hauc beenc ſuffered 
within thele ſeuen yeeres,contrary to the good ancient lawes oz cuſtomes of the Citie,o2 ofthe Bo⸗ 
toughes and Pariſhes within the foxclaid limite of thice miles afoze mẽtioned, The ſaid Loꝛd Ma⸗ 
io and all other the officers abouc mentioned, ſhall ſpeedily cauſe to be redꝛeſſed in their oꝛdinarie 
touttes and lawe dayes, betwixt this and the feaſt of all Saintes next comming. within which 
times ſuch vnderſitters, oꝛ Inmates, may pꝛouide themſelues other places abzoad in the Realine, 
where manyhoulcs reſt vnhabited, to the decay of diuers auncient good Bozoughes and Townes. 
Ind becauſe her Maieſtie intendeth to haue this oꝛdinance duely executed: her pleaſure is, that the 
ſaid Lozd Paioz of London, and other the officershauing iuriſdiction within the laid ſpace of thꝛee 
miles aboue mentioned, ſhall after the pzoclaiming hereof, asſpecdily as they may, meete in ſome: 
tonuenient places necre to the ſaid Citie, and there(after conference had)accozd among themſelues 
how to pzoceede to the tretution hereof. And ifcauſe ſhall ſo require, to impart to her Maieſties pꝛi⸗ 
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pediment, according to her Maieſties pleaſure heretofoze expꝛeſled.
